The starting 
salary is listed as $1,133 a month. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers 
said the city has experienced some 
difficulty 
in

recruitm ent 
cam paign 
tor 
a 
com m unity 
development director. 
He 
said 
first 
advertisements 
failed 
to 
produce 
an 
adequate 
number of applicants, consequently 
the city has renewed its advertising 
campaign tor the position. 
Wahlers said it this also fails to 
produce 
a 
sufficient 
number of 
adequate applicants the city will 
review its methods and procedures 
of recruitment. 
The city advertises in publications 
that are distributed to cities and city 
officials 
throughout 
the 
western 
states. 
Wahlers said the salary was upped 
“ a 
couple 
thousand 
dollars 
to 
$16,548 
a 
year 
after 
the 
first 
advertising tailed to bring sufficient 
applicants. 
The position has been vacant since 
the resignation ot Planning Director 
Clint Sherrod in July. A plan to have 
Griffith 
assume 
the 
planning 
director's duties apparently tailed 
because of the heavy workload and 
recruitment began with the new 
name, 
Community 
Development 
Director 
Griffith also holds the position of 
assistant to the city administrator 
as well as personnel director 
The city is also recruiting tor a 
water treatment plant chemist, an 
accountant, 
sewer plant foreman 
and assistant civil engineer

Girl, 2, saved from 19-foot deep shaft

Jose Hernandez told his 2-year-old 
daughter Friday her five-and-one- 
hall hour ordeal in a 10-inch square 
hole at the bottom of a 19-foot shaft 
at a storm drain project was nearly 
over 
“There she goes, there she goes, 
a tireman yelled “ We ve got her 
A cheer went up from the crowd of 


more than 1,000 watching trom the 
surface 
as 
the dramatic 
rescue 
reached 
a 
successful 
clim ax. 
Thousands more followed the drama 
on television. 
Her 
mother, 
comforted 
by 
a 
priest, wept when Alycia was finally 
carried from the hole. Authorities 
said the child was in good condition 
and apparently only suffered shock 
The ordeal began at about 12:30 
p.m. FST when workmen at the site 
yelled at a group of children playing 
inside the project to get out. As they 


scrambled to obey, Alycia slipped 
down a mound ot 
soft dirt and 
tumbled feet-tirst into the shaft. 
“ It was fortunate that she was 
seen falling into the hole, otherwise 
there is no telling how much time 
she might have spent before help 
cam e," said Battalion Chiet William 
Ware, 
who 
directed 
the 
rescue 
operations. 
The 
Hernandezes 
and 
Alycia's 
four 
grandparents 
maintained 
a 
vigil near the hole while firemen and 
construction workers, using heavy 


machinery, sank a shaft parallel to 
the one Alycia was trapped in. 
O ther 
re scu e rs 
took 
turns 
cranking an air compressor to keep 
Alycia supplied with air. She could 
be heard whimpering at the bottom 
of the dark hole and crying for her 
parents. 
“ It's a good sign," one tireman 
said “ We know she s still alive 
Once the shaft was sunk, two 
firemen 
and 
two 
construction 
workers began the delicate job of 
tunneling 10 feet trom the rescue 


shaft to the shaft where Alycia 
trapped.

But their first effort came out too 
deep and they had to try again The 
second tunnel was three teet above 
the 
girl's 
head and 
once again 
rescuers had to restart their tunnel 


Then the rescue team announced 
at about 5 p.m. the third tunnel had 
broken through to Alycia and her 
father went to the mouth of the shaft 
to yell words of encouragement.

Queen Elizabeth II docked today 
with 501 survivors ot a disaster at 
sea which wrecked the French Lines 
cruise ship Antilles and lett it a 
blazing hulk on a Caribbean reel 
A total ol 134 other persons aboard 
the Antilles were reported safe. 
Forty-nine were taken to the island 
of Bequia in the Grenadines and 85 
were 
aboard 
the 
French 
vessel 
Set run, en route to Barbados. All 635 
persons who had been aboard the 
Antilles were safe and accounted 
for. 


The U.S. Coast Guard in San Juan 
said the Antilles was burning alter 
running aground on a reel near the 
island of Mustique. 


A spokesman ior tne French Line 
in Paris said the tire started in the 
engine room when the Antilles hit 


the 
reel 
Flam es 
erupted 
in 
a 
container ot tuel oil and quickly 
spread through the ship. 
Paris dispatches said most ot the 
passengers were watching a movie 
in the Antilles movie theater when 
the ship struck ground Friday night. 


“ There was no panic. 
French 
Line 
President 
Edmond 
Lanier 
reported in Paris in a statement in 
which he described the disaster as 
“ stunning, a real catastrophe. 
Lanier said arrangements were 
being 
made 
to 
repatriate 
all 
passengers. 


Capt. Bill Warwick ot the QE2. 
which arrived at Barbados early this 
morning, said the 20,000-ton, 600-toot 
Antilles “ appears a total loss. Oil 
was spreading trom the ship as the 
passengers made their way to the 
small island nearby. 
Warwick 
said 
the 
survivors 


escaped 
the 
blazing 
ship 
in 
14 
lifeboats and 13 rafts. 
Two tug boats, one trom the Dutch 
Antilles and the other from San 
Juan, 
arrived 
on 
the 
scene 
to 
supervise salvage operations but the 
Coast Guard said more may be 
needed to pull the Antilles from the 
rocks. 
The 
ship 
was 
described 
as 
smouldering and burned out 


The Antilles grounded on the 3 1-2 
by 1 1-2 mile island ot Nustique 
about 6:25 p m Friday and caught 
fire a short time later. The Coast 
Guard said most of the passengers 
and crew already had been evacuat­ 
ed in the ship s 21 lifeboats to the 
island a halt a mile away by the time 
the t ire broke out.

as best we could during the six or 
seven hours they were here.

were not in serious condition 
The QE2. on a cruise and headed 
for 
Barbados, 
was carrying 970 
regular passengers, he said. 
The coast guard said “ a thorough 
search was made to make sure 
nobody was left aboard. 
It added 
that when it was determined nothing 
more could be done the ship was left 
to burn and blazed “ fierclv" all 
night The cause of the fire was not 
known. 
The Antilles, which had carried 
tourists around the Caribbean for 20 
years, was en route to Barbados on a 
tour of the Caribbean that began in 
San Juan Jan 4 
The Queen Elizabeth 2. in picking 
up the passengers and crew, told 
other ships headed into the area to 
help in rescue operations that it had 
enough room tor them and did not 
need further help.

the tallest economist in the 
world 
Mr Galbraith s principal 
contentions are that we are 
suffering 
from twin evils, 
namely 
inflation and 
unemployment, and that it 
is

Administration, oscillating 
between 
Keynesian and 
classical 
prescript ions, 
doesn't know what to do 
about it What to do about it 
is ask Galbraith what to do 
about it: in this case, wage 
and

industries, of the type that 
set standards for wages and 
prices. 
Would these controls be 
permanent ’ For the sake ol 
the television program, it

As the defense secretary opened talks, U.S. spokesmen 
reported the war involving American units in Vietnam was 
so quiet that the U.S. Command tailed to issue a morning 
communique today for the first time in more than three 
years. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen, however, reported 47 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese troops killed in two clashes 
involving Saigon government troops in Vietnam and 16 Viet 


Cong killed in another clash across the Cambodian border. 
Government casualties were reported as light. 


The Cambodian Command reported no progress in its 
operation to try to clear Communist units from Highway 4 
linking Phnom Penh and Kompong Som, site of the nation's 
only deepwater port and oil refinery. 


U PI correspondent Robert E. Sullivan reported that one 
Cambodian unit trying to retake Highway 4 had fled. He 
said three battalions of government troops at the head of 
the northern column jumped into buses, trucks and tractor 
drawn rice carts after finding the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese were "on all sides ot us and behind us like 
bulls' horns."

“ I don’t think the current 
trend is necessary. They are 
appealing to the lowest ol 
the low. If I was starting my 
career today, I wouldn’t do 
what the girls do today. I 
was strictly reared. 


“ Let them come back to 
reality and truth. It’s good, 
and good lasts forever Most 
people are decent and don't 
like ail this dirt. It doesn't 
have to be boring, it can be 
fun. Louis (Louis B. Mayer) 
didn’t m ake it dirty. Chaplin 
was vulgar, but never dirty.

Revolution vs. 
Hope in Gospel

The underground papers, magazines and newsletters 
are talking revolution. That is not new or surprising but 
when you consider some of the sources, it means an­ 
other, careful look. We each have our own set of reasons 
—the prolonged agony of Vietnam, the rising claims of 
minority groups, the generation gap, the fierce pace of 
technical and scientific advance, the sag in religious 
and political authority, Dr. Spock and Malcolm X. Pick 
your own reasons, even other causes, but the noise and 
commotion makes for radical notions in the underground. 


All this is not unexpected but when revolutionary 
rhetoric appears in religious publications, a different fac­ 
tor emerges. For several years “Here and Now’’ has 
been a lively, small bimonthly out of Dayton, Ohio. It has 
needled the clergy one month and the slow-poks laity 
the next. Women’s Lib recently slapped both groups. But 
a sudden turn to the left brought a new excitement over 
the Cuban situation. Last summer young people from 
the Dayton area joined the Venceremos Brigade that 
helped in the sugar harvest and had a first-hand look at 
the Cuban revolution. The result was an entire issue of 
“Here and Now’’ reporting on the Havana holiday. 


What is perplexing is not the interest of young people 
in identifying with the needs and aspirations of the op­ 
pressed. That is a proper and eternal call to youth and 
should happen in every country and every decade. The 
problem, a special one for Christians, is the willingness 
of some to make a savior out of Che Guevara and a John 
the Baptist in the person of Castro. 


Every long-term, well-supported revolutionary believes 
in offering “total change.” This is true in the thoughts of 
(’astro and Guevara, who said: 
“Revolutionaries will come to sing the song of the new 
man with the authentic voice of the people. It is a process 
that requires tim e.” 


The “new m an,” of course is sinless. The Marxist ver­ 
sion completely rejects the biblical view of the fall of 
man. Economic, not spiritual, is the main force and con­ 
trolling power of history. Marx said that religion was the 
heart of a heartless world. His followers are going to put 
heart into the new man—right at the end of a gun-barrel. 


Some young people in this country buy the Marxist 
line all the way. For Christians to get involved is a total 
rejection of the good news of the Gospel—that the sin 
and evil of man is overcome by the love of God in Jesus 
Christ. And this does not come by grenades and pipe- 
bombs but through the anguish of the Cross and the 
spiritual upsurge of the Resurrection. True Christians 
have never been “powerless,” but their use of force does 
not mean the maiming and destruction of those who 
should change. Machine-gun theology does not build a 
better world, only a bigger graveyard. 


Christians should be among the first to seek the re­ 
moval of all barriers between men and nations. Our young 
people should look forward to that day when they can 
fly to China for a summer tour or Havana for sugar cane 
cutting. Break down the walls, open up the borders but 
greet this new experience with a balanced view of his­ 
tory, theology and revolution. For Christians, Jesus was 
right when he said. “You shall know the truth and the 
truth shall set you free.”

Miniature Arms Money 


Oxford’s 
Universal 
Dic­ 
tionary defines a coin as a 
piece of metal of definite 
weight and value, usually a 
disk, made into money by 
being stamped with an offi­ 
cially authorized d e v i c e . 
This fairly accurate descrip­ 
tion of a modern coin is, with 
rare exception, adhered to 
universally in issuing a cir­ 
culating medium. 


While researching primi­ 
tive monetary systems for a 
five-year series of ODD and 
CURIOUS features in Coin 
World, I found that most 
primitive 
currency 
varied 
with each tribe or nation, but 
the preferred “coinage” was 
in the form of miniature and 
full-sized weapons. 


In Africa the Congo used 
oversized 6-foot spearheads 
as “liganda” or money and 
the 
Gaboon 
district 
used 
miniature spearheads much 
too small to be used as a 
weapon. The Bubu, Bangala, 
Bayanzi and Ubangis used 
full-sized spearheads as cur­ 
rency after its usefulness as 
a fighting tool was ended. 


During the Iron Age early 
Britons i s s u e d miniature 
iron swords without hilts as 
coinage or small change and 
the Aztecs found diminutive 
axheads to their liking. Ethi­ 
opia found bullets of one cal­ 
iber 
their 
chief currency 
although they had no guns 
of the same caliber. Brazil­ 
ian Indians, on the other 
hand, would work day ip and 


day out for a faulty or in­ 
complete 
rifle, 
many 
of 
which had never been bored. 


For a short period in her 
history, 
China 
adopted 
a 
series of tiny war shields 
along with both miniature 
and full-sized t h r o w i n g 
knives as an intermediate 
currency. Then, during the 
fifth to second century B.C., 
the ever p o p u l a r razor­ 
shaped “knife money” came 
into existence, only to be dis­ 
continued at the beginning 
of the first century A.D. 


Much of the specialized 
money was in reality, “bride 
price” or an object repres­ 
enting a fixed sum usually 
paid by the suitor to the par­ 
ents 
of 
the 
prospective 
spouse. 
In Borneo 
“bride 
price” appeared in the form 
of an ornate cannon (illus­ 
trated), including the figure 
of a Malayan animal perched 
on the discharge end. The 
cannon was an exact copy of 
the Portuguese f o r t r e s s 
piece down to the wheels. 


Throughout Asia and Eu­ 
rope cannon and small rep­ 
licas 
of 
v a r i o u s 
war 
machines played an interest­ 
ing part in the affairs of 
eom-of-the-realm and many 
heads of state found comfort 
in having their spare for- 
tuhes converted into pieces 
of art suitable for display, 
usually in the form of a gun 
or suit of armor. The sultan 
of Turkey, for instance, had 
his entire hoard of confisca­ 


ted gold coin cast into the 
l i k e n e s s of a miniature 
Turkish cannon (illustrated) 
to prevent its disappearance 
a coin at a time. 


It was while researching 
material for this last item 
that I discovered one of the 
most 
fascinating 
books 
I 
have ever read — Merrill 
Lindsay’s “Miniature Arms” 
published 
by 
McGraw-Hill 
($8.95). Pictorjally, it covers 
historical weapons and their 
m i n i a t u r e reproductions 
from the cross-bow to the 
present-day Colt .45 auto­ 
matic, all in full color. 


While Lindsay does not as­ 
sociate these priceless pieces 
of art with any form of cur­ 
rency, he does show why in­ 
struments of war in general 
and the firearm in particu­ 
lar has such a hypnotic grip 
on the imagination of man. 
The photographs themselves 
tell an interesting story, but 
once the reader starts he 
will find it hard to put down 
until he has finished. If this 
work is not available loyally, 
write McGraw-Hill, 330 W.

FILES KEEP TOOLS 
IN WORKING ORDER 


By MR. FIX 


A file is the tool you use 
to keep all your other tools 
in shape. As such, it could 
easily be the most impor­ 
tant item in your tool box. 
In practice, it probably is 
the most neglected. 
Use files to keep saws and 
drill bits sharp, garden tools 
in shape. Remember that it 
is a maintenance tool for 
other tools. 
Most tool boxes contain 
one or two files and almost 
invariably these are rusted, 
broken or caked with dirt. 
Even then they may not 
be the right types for the 
jobs 
at 
hand. 
There 
are 
special files with different 
teeth 
designed 
for 
softer 
metals and there are special 
shapes 
for different 
jobs. 
Filing an auger bit, for ex­ 
ample, requires a special 
sort of file. Tell your hard­ 
ware dealer what you intend 
to do with the file and allow 
him to steer you the right 
way. 
Files are available in all 
shapes, lengths, cuts and de­ 
grees of coarseness. Basic 
shapes are flat, round, half- 
round, 
t r i a n g u l a r 
and 
square. 
If the file is designated as 
a single cut it has single, 
parallel rows of teeth. A 
double cut file has rows of 
teeth crossing each other. 
The single cut is generally 
used for finer work. 
A rasp has sharp, individ­ 
ual teeth in a c h e c k e r 
board pattern. Use this file 
for extremely rough work. 
Another file used for rough 
work has curved, parallel 
cutting edges. 
The file length is the size 
of the part of the file that 
has teeth. The pointed end, 
called a tang, is the part 
that is inserted in a handle. 
Do not use a file without a 


handle. The tang can easily 
injure your hand. 
You should have an assort­ 
ment of handles as well as 
files. The handle should fit 
easily 
without 
being 
too 
loose. 
It 
should 
line 
up 
squarely with the file. Tap— 
but do not pound—the handle 
lightly on the workbench to 
make it fit. 
When you use the file keep 
the pressure light and even. 
Cutting is done on the for­ 
ward stroke, never on the 
back stroke. Move the file 
across the work 
the 
full 
length of the file for even 
wearing. 
A file card is a brush with 
short wire bristles. Get one 
and keep it handy. Use it to 
clean the files. 
Material to be filed should 
be held rigidly, preferably 
in a vise. If you are filing 
something to remove excess 
material start with a coarse 
file, end with a finer one.
